Question   was  asked    -    Does  the    town   fire   truck 
run?     Yes,     it    runs.       It  is    strictly   for   forest  fires.

We   also   need  a  new  flag  at  the   Hall. 

The    lawn  mower  used  for   mowing    the    cemeteries 
was  stolen   last  summer;    therefore,     we  need    a   new  one.
